-Whitneys and a party of four en 
route to their home in Evanston 
after attending a theatre were rob- 
bed of jewelry valued at $130,000 
early today by four young robbers, 
two of whom wore handkerchief 
masks. Whitney is president of the 
Kraft-Phoenix Cheese company. 


One of the members of the party 


was James A.- Hewitt of Manches- 
ter, England, who is a house guest 
of the Whitneys. 


The party had attended the thea- 


tre in Chicago and. were dropping 
one of the guests, Mrs. Gladys S. 
Mehan, at her home when the Whit- 
ney car was crowded to the curb by 
the robbers' machine. 


Rings, bracelets 
and 
necklaces 


•were stripped from their wearers 
quickly at the point of revolvers. 
The robbery was executed so quick- 
ly' that the- ban'dits" car had disap- 
peared into the' ..darkness toward 
Chicago before the alarm could be 
spread. 


Mrs. WMtney reported her per- 


sonal loss was $125,000, including a 
ring valued at J550,000. 


After-the theatre, the party Bad 


stopped at a restaurant where, police 
believe, the dazzling- gems were ob- 
served by the four men who a few 
minutes later stole them, 


Mrs. "Whitney was the-immediate 


objective o~f the'robbers when they 
surprised the party.

-was allowed to keep her^necklace, 
comparatively modest in value. 


The bandits also demanded 
the 


keys of the WMtney car, which they 
carried off with them to prevent im- 
mediate pursuit. The Evanston po- 
lice wer% notified by telephone and 
flashed word of the robbery to Chi- 
cago. A radio alarm sent 15 squad 
cafs^-to^Sheridan road in an "effort 
to'intercept-the bandits.

The appoint- 
ment* takes effect immediately. 


President Hoover announced Mey- 


er's selection late yesterday to Till 
the vacancy caused by the resigna- 
tion of Roy A. Toung-, of Minneapo- 
lis., who has accepted the governor- 
ship of the Boston federal reserve 
Dank. 


Meyer was in the 
government 


service from 1917 until 1929. Ee 
served as managing' director of the 
"War Finance Corporation through- 
out its active life, and TVCS success- 
"uliy appointed to that organization 
?y Presidents Wilson, Harding' and 
Coolidge. In 1S27 President Coolidge ; 
appointed him to the federal iarm : 
oan board. He served as its chair- : 
man throash the period of reorgan- j 


directed Colonel George E. Spauld- 
ing, division engineer in charge of 
the upper Slississippi, Ohio and Mis- 
souri rivers projects to investigate 
charges that contractors were cut- 
ting wages on contract work let be- 
fore the present deflation set in.

Against Fascist Regime 


and Mussolini 


Triest, Italy — VP) — Four men 


whose sin was terrorism against the 
Fascist regime in Italy, and a plo 
to kill Premier Mussolini., paid with 
their lives today for their offense 


The four were led out at dawn 


strapped in chairs and put before 
firing squad. The firing sljuad was 
composed of Blackshlrt or Fascist 
militiamen. 
« 


It was the third occasion in which 


capital punishment in this form lias 
been inflicted in Italy since 1S60: 
and brought a total of six thus exe 
cuted. The executions were under 
the law passed in November, 1928. 
which provided a special tribunal 
for trial of offenses against 
the 


security of the state and set the 
death penalty by shooting- for those 
taking attempts against the lives of 
the king, other royalty, or the head 
of the government, 
that is, Mus- 


solini. 


AH executed in this manner have 


been shot the morning succeeding 
sentence. 


The four men executed today were 


members of a group of 18 tried on 
charges of 13 murders, 31 attempted 
murders, 
bombing, 
burning 
of 


schools and asylums, spreading- of 
subversive literature and supplyinj 
military secrets to Jugoslavia. 


Two others of the plotters were 


acquitted and the remaining 12 were 
given sentences ranging 
from 


years to 30 years in the penitentiary. 


One woman received the lowest 


sentence.

The bulk, of the membership of most 
Protestant churches-come from the 
.country, Prof. Colbert said. One 
problem incurred 'by this movement 
la the loss of potential members in 
th > shift. 


"Among Protestant churches," he 


said," there are more than four 
million more children in the country 
than in the cities. Thus the coun- 
try population is predominantly one 
of .youth. Its type" of service,.howev- 
er, is too often timed to the older 
age groups. 


"The number of children under 15 


per 1,000 adults 22 to 44 years of age 
is another reflection of the nature 
of country life. Thus in "Wisconsin 
there are 833 children 
per 1,000 


adults. The ratio in the village is 856 
to 1,000 and in the cities of over 2,- 
500 it is 680 per 1,000. In the farm 
population of Wisconsin there are 1,- 
072 children per 1,000 adults.

SHOOTING OP M'KINLEY 


On Sept. 6, 1901, President McKin- 


le;-, while attending a" public recep- 
tion at the Pan-American Exposition, 
at Buffalo, was shot by an assas- 
sin, one Leon Czolgosz. 


On the day preceding, the presi- 


dent had delivered an address on 
commercial -reciprocity among the 
various nations and it was believed 
he was soon to propose a policy In 
this connection,. w,hlch might have 
made his second administration fully 
as momentous as his first. 


The surgeons who were summoned 


operated almost immediately on the 
woundedv president, and thus made 
possible the fight for life which was 
.then, carried on. There seemed to be 
some hope he would pull through, 
but on Friday the 13th lie took a 
turn for the worse and died the 
following day. The actual end came 
isuddenly and made a profound im- 
«pression both in this country and 
abroad. 


McKInley's body lay in state in 


the Capitol at "Washington on the 
17th and then taken to Us home 
city, Canton, O., lor burial. In his 
message to Congress, Dec. 3, 1901, 
President Roosevelt declared, "It is 
not too much to say that"at the time 
of President McKinley's death he 
was the inost -widely loved man In 
•the United States." - - 
' .

must take the risk of the anethetic; 
then there is the risk of, hem- 
orrhage; then there is the nuisance 
of at least 24 hours In hospital; then 
there is the several days of sore 
throat and inability to swallow solid 
food; then there is the risk, of op- 
perative pneumonia; and weeks later 
the risk of lung'abscess. 


How anyone with half a, brain can 


elect to undergo all these discom- 
forts an"d risks when diathermy ex- 
tirpation is available, is more than I, 
a great coward about such things, 
can understand. 


Parents should remember 
that 


few children under six years of age 
will behave well enough in the doc- 
tor's chair to have this method used 
for the extirpation of then? tonsils.

For half a century Henry Allen 


Cooper of Wisconsin has been active 
in politics and public life and dur- 
ing all but four years of the last 50 
has held a public office. His first 
candidacy for Congress was unsuc- 
cessful and after having been in the 
House of Representatives since 1893, 
he was defeated for reelection fol- 
lowing the war. The only Congress 
since 1893 of which he has not been 
a member was the 66th Congress, 
which existed from March 4, 1919 
to March 3, 1921. This gives him, to 
date, a quarter of a century in the 
House of Representatives. 


Veteran of many political battles, 


Representative Cooper has a rich 
store of memories perhaps unparallel- 
ed in Washington. He talks of his 
memories, but in his talk one finds 
no story of himself, for modesty is 
one of the characteristics of this tall, 
straight, white-bearded, frock-coated 
man, 
who is vigorous fci mind and 


body as if he were not rounding 
out four-score years on Monday, as 
if he had not spent half a century in 
the heat of political battle.

tended the common "schools; was 
graduated from the Burlington high 
school In June, 1869, from the North- 
western University, Evanston, m., in 
1873, 
and from the "Union College of 


Law (then the legal department of 
Northwestern University and of the 
old University of Chicago) m 1875; 
was admitted to- the bar and engaged 
in practice; elected district attorney 
of Racine County m November; 1880; 
moved to the city of Racine in Jan- 
uary, 1881; reelected district-attorney 
without opposition in 1882 and 1884; 
member of the State senate 1887-1889 
and author of the bill which became 
the law first establishing the Austra- 
lian secret ballot system in the State 
of Wisconsin; delegate to the Repub- 
lican National Convention at Chica- 
go in 1884 and at Cleveland In 1924; 
delegate^ at large to the ^Republican 
.National',.Convention at-Chicago 'in 
1908; unsuccessful candidate for elec- 
tion in 1890 to the Fifty-second Con- 
gress; elected as a Republican to the 
Fifty-third and to the twelve suc- 
ceeding Congresses (March 4, 1893, 
March 3, 1919); unsuccessful candi- 
date for reelection In 3.918 to the Six- 
fy-sixth Congress; again elected to 
the Sixty-seventh, Sixty-eighth, and 
Sixty-ninth Congresses (March "4, 
1921, March 3, 1927.)

least a hundred with "Sally Cooper," 
as all Washington calls his wife, tak- 
ing care of him!

But not only In "Washington and 


"Wisconsin is Representative Cooper 
known and loved. On tho other side 
of the world, out In the Pacific 
Ocean, there are people who revere 
his name perhaps above all others 
in the United States. For to him the 
people of the Philippines owe the 
fcct that they have their own Jegis- 
lativo body. Only last May he was 
honored again by the Philippine resi- 
dent commissioners for his work for 
their people. 


The story of that fight reveals his 


-vigor In battle, his eloquence and 
likewise his political sagacity and 
craft. Selected by President McKin- 
ley to head the Committee on Insular 
Affairs, Representative Cooper was 
determined to fight for the rights of 
the Filipino people.

Sometimes he reads 
two books a day.
